State Dept, insists 
Africa deal intact 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The State 
Department insists the agreement put 
together during Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger’s African shuttle remains es­ 
sentially intact, despite growing signs 
that critical parts of it are coming un­ 
raveled. 
Kissinger told reporters on Capitol Hill 
today that progress would be made 
“ rapidly’’ towards a constitutional 
conference on Rhodesia. 
“We believe a breakthrough has been 
achieved,” he said. “ I believe the 
negotiations will go forward.” 
Undersecretary William D. Rogers, 
Kissinger’s chief deputy during the 
negotiations, told a news conference 
Monday: “The African presidents have 
accepted the overall package ... They ex­ 
pressed gratitutde for the U.S. efforts 


and they have stressed to us that the 
matter is ‘on track.’” 
However, in a broadcast monitored 
here today, the official radio station of 
one of the “ frontline” states, Mozam­ 
bique, said the African countries are 
totally committed to the armed struggle 
against Rhodesia. 
The radio station of. the Marxist 
Mozambique government described as 
“a lie attempts of imperialist govern­ 
ments and press circles to minimize the 
rejection of the Kissinger proposals by 
Africa.” 


The broadcast continued, “Only armed 
struggle can bring about the destruction 
of the colonialist and racist regime in 
Salisbury." 
Another broadcast, from the South 


African International service, said today 
“diplomatic sources in Pretoria say a 
new direct or indirect initiative by the 
American Secretary of State has become 
imperative to break a deadlock over the 
Rhodesian problem.” 
The South African radio, monitored 
here, said the new round of talks would 
probably take place during the Botswana 
Indepedence Day celebrations. Kis­ 
singer's top assistant for Africa, William 
Schaufele, is attending those celebra­ 
tions in Gaberone. 
On Sunday, the presidents of the five 
African “frontline” states supporting 
the fight against Rhodesia issued a state­ 
ment in Lusaka which seemed to reject 
the Anglo-American plan negotiated by 
Kissinger.

Last welfare 
obstetrician 
calls it quits 


Lompoc's last remaining obstetrician 
to handle Medi-Cal patients has finally 
closed the door to the welfare recipients, 
it was learned today. 
Dr. Lewis V. Campbell Jr., with a 
practice at 601 E Ocean Ave. told the 
Record he would continue to accept 
Medi-Cal patients with needs other than 
pregnancies. He said the Medi-Cal fee of 
$200 for prenatal care and delivery, was 
too much out of line with the regular 
physician's fee of $550 
The issue came to light today when 
Gordon Hammond of 306 W North Ave., 
Apt. 132, said his wife, Debra, 21, had 
been turned away from Dr. Campbell’s 
office. He said she was told to seek 
prenatal care with a physician of her 
choice in Santa Barbara or Santa Maria. 
Campbell told the Record he had been 
directing expectant mothers on Medi-Cal 
aid to a doctor in Santa Maria. He said he 
had become overworked with obstetrics 
cases after all other physicians in Lom­ 
poc formerly handling such cases discon­ 
tinued the practice. Campbell said he 
was up at all hours of the night with the 
crush of deliveries and couldn’t continue. 
He blamed the problem on the high 
m edical 
m a lp ra c tic e 
in su ran ce 
premiums — $36,000 annually in his case 
— and on an unrealistic fee scheduled for 
Medi-Cal. 
Hammond said his wife was four 
months pregnant, and that Dr. Campbell 
had delivered the couple’s last baby a 
year ago. He said he was in the process 
of discussing the issues with the county 
medical association and if need be with 
the American Medical Association.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 
Ford played golf as the guest of at least 
four corporations during his career in 
Congress but stopped the practice when 
he became vice president, his chief 
spokesman said today. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said Ford declined further corporate 
hospitality as vice president even though 
he saw nothing wrong and still feels he 
has “lived up to the spirit” of a congres­ 
sional ethics code passed in 1968. 
Nessen said he had no details of the 
financial arrangements but indicated 
that the outings were not in the 
Washington area 
According to Nessen, Ford, while a 
congressman, played golf at the expense 
of the Bethlehem Steel Co., the 
Aluminum Corp. of America and the 
Firestone Rubber Corp. in addition to 
previously reported outings paid for by 
United States Steel Corp. 
U.S. Steel’s chief lobbyist, William 
Whyte, said last week he paid for Ford 
trips to his firm’s lodge at Pine Valley 
Golf Club in New Jersey in 1964,1969 and 
1973 The White House said Ford was 
Whyte’s guest for weekends in 1964 and 
1971.

The composite index is made up of 12 
“leading” indicators, which are sup­ 
posed to foreshadow future economic 
trends Government economists feel that 
by calculating the percentage change in 
these indicators they can get some in­ 
dication of what employment and 
production will do in the months ahead 
The Commerce Department said that 
of the 11 indicators available at this 
time, eight showed declines, while three 
advanc ed The department said the index 
now stands at 108 of its 1967 base of 100. 
Contributing the most to the overall 
decline, the department said, was the 
layoff rate — a sign that industrial 
production may slow in five or six 
months. 
Other categories showing declines 
were the average workweek, new orders, 
net new business formation, contracts 
and orders for plant and equipment, 
stock prices, the money balance and the 
change in liquid assets. 
Those indicators showing increases 
were vendor performance, building per­ 
mits and the change in sensitive whole­ 
sale prices. 
New mail closing time, 
processing point bared

Remember the story a few years ago 
about the distance to Santa Barbara be­ 
ing about 150 miles if you were a letter? 
(It’s 54 miles if you’re not a letter.) 
Well, all that’s ended, or will end, 
come Oct. 15. 
It’ll be a standard 54 miles to Santa 
Barbara for letters, after that date, and 
for people, and for birds, if they go as the 
people do. 
On Oct. 15, the Lompoc Post Office 
will dispatch mail directly to Santa Bar­ 
bara by truck, ending a many-years’ 
practice of sending the mail to San Luis 
Obispo, from where it was transhipped 
south again to Santa Barbara. That's 
how the 150-mile distance accumulated. 


The new system will get mail to the 
Los Angeles area several hours earlier 
than the form er Lompoc-San Luis 
Obispo-Santa Barbara route, according 
to Bill Ratcliff, assistant postmaster. 
Part of the reason for all this is a new 


mechanized mail handling system in 
Santa Barbara, Ratcliff says. 
There are only one or two cathces: 
Ratcliff says mail must be in the Lom­ 
poc Post Office on West Ocean Avenue 
by 5 p m weekdays in order to be dis­ 
patched that day to Santa Barbara Mail 
that arrives after that witching hour will 
be processed the following day. The 
other catch is that mail bound for San 
Francisco will also be trucked to Santa 
Barbara for transhipment to points 
north Ratcliff says the streetside collec­ 
tion boxes have new mailing instructions 
for new pickup times, to coincide with 
the 5 p.m. dispatch 
deadline At the 
same time, Ratcliff says a few of the 
streetside collection boxes have been 
eliminated in the interest of economy A 
few of the locations have generated as 
few as one or two letters a week, ac­ 
cording to Ratcliff. 
Ratcliff invites comment on the new 
system and adds: “We’ll make every ef­ 
fort to resolve any problems that may 
arise."

Kissinger blocks ban 
on Arabian jet sales 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger apparently suc­ 
ceeded today in blocking a congression­ 
al move to deny the sale of 650 Maverick 
air-to-ground missiles to Saudi Arabia. 
Kissinger appealed to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to recon­ 
sider its 8-6 vote Friday to kill the 
projected $30 million sale on the grounds 
it would prejudice relations with the 
Saudis and could result in retaliation by 
that moderate Arab country. 
Following Kissinger’s warning, the 
committee declined to take any formal 
action, but Sen. Gale W McGee. D-Wyo., 
let it be known he would change his vote. 


That would result in a 7-7 tie, which 
would kill denial of the sale. 
Congressional sources in both the 
Senate and House said there now is only 
an “outside chance” the two chambers 
could approve a concurrent resolution to 
deny the sale by scheduled adjournment 
on Saturday. 
Sen Clifford P Case, R-N.J . told 
reporters he reserved the right to bring 
the issue before the full Senate. 
Rep. Thomas Morgan, chairman of the 
House International Relations Commit­ 
tee, said his panel would do nothing with 
the resolution to deny the sale until the 
Senate had acted.

Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night put the finishing touches to a 
revised animal control ordinance that 
the commissioners hope meets with the 
city council's approval. 
The commission has worked on the or­ 
dinance for more than a year. As it came 
off the desks of the commission last 
night headed for a public hearing in 
November, the ordinance will limit the 
number of dogs that can be kept in a 
single family residential site to four 
animals 
Anything over that number 
would be designated a kennel and would 
be restricted to the residential 
agriculture zones. A commercial kennel 
would be restricted to RA parcels of five 
acres or more and a noncommercial ken­ 
nel would be possible on a parcel as 
small as 20.000 square feet. 
Actually, the limitation on the number 
of dogs which are lawful on a single 
family residential parcel, would be 
qualified by the phrase, “no more than 
four dogs over four months of age.” 
The new ordinance retains prohibitions 
on the keeping of wild animals, spells out 


the definition of “household pets,” in a 
more detailed way. 
In other action last night, the commis­ 
sion:

Study of no-growth impact 
fails to get board backing

A proposal by the Goleta Union School District to have the Board 
of Supervisors authorize a study of the impact of the no-growth or 
limited-growth policies in the county floundered Monday as it was 
attacked as a “ time-wasting campaign issue” by Board chairman 
Frank J. Frost. 
When it lacked support from any of the five supervisors, the 
board voted unanimously to file the request, an action tantamount 
to letting it die. 
But before the vote was taken to file it. at Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman's request, both Frost and Supervisor Jam es M. Slater — 
the two limited growth advocates on the board — took pot shots at 
the request. 
“ Who proposed this, Jim Christiansen?” asked Slater, the Third 
District representative from Geleta. 
“ It sounds like Jim ,” responded Frost. 
Frost said initially he saw the proposal as a “waste of staff time 
... it looks like a campaign issue.” 


North county supervisors Francis H. Beattie and Harrell 
Fletcher withheld comments on the request and on the South Coast 
supervisors’ statements. 
The Goleta school district registration has been steadily dropp­ 
ing, in the afterm ath of a w ater moratorium imposed by the Goleta 
County Water District, and more vacant schools appear to be in 
prospect in coming years unless the trend is reversed. 
Christiansen is a member of the school district board, and is also 
city attorney of Carpinteria. 
Recently, Christiansen rebutted some of the remarks of Frost, 
who pointed out the slowdown in growth in some South Coast areas 
had led to reduced school costs and lower school tax rates, and 
pointed out also that rapid growth in Carpinteria district was 
followed by a rise in the tax rate there. 
Christiansen said he felt the tax bills paid by homeowners would 
show that in many cases while rates might be down, the amount of 
tax dollars paid by homeowners faced with hiked assessments 
would be greater.

In an effort to stabilize the price, dealers said the Bank of 
England began dipping into its meager supply of foreign reserves 
to buy up pounds for the first time since Sept. 7.

Strike breakthrough near 


DETROIT (UPI) — The strike by 170,000 members of the United 
Auto Workers union against the Ford Motor Co. is two weeks old 
today, but there are hints from both sides a breakthrough may be 
near. 
Publicly, both union and company negotiators were silent. But 
spokesmen offered broad hints that progress was being made and 
sources said several key items seemed nearer to resolution. 
One company spokesman told newsmen it might be a good idea 
to reserve hotel rooms near the Ford world headquarters building 
in suburban Dearborn. 


The striking workers, who had been earning an average $350 a 
week before the strike, begin receiving strike benefits Wednesday 
of $40 to $50. UAW spokesmen said the first week’s benefits amount 
to $7.5 million from the UAW’s record $176 million strike fund 
Sources said Ford, now in its second major strike in nine years, 
has made at least two major concessions since last week, both in 
the economic areas of a new contract. 


One, reportedly, dealt with Ford’s agreement to make all but 
five cents of the $1.14 earned in cost-of-living raises over the past 
three years part of the new base wage rates The other deals with 
the union’s demand for more time off the job with no reduction in 


pay, sources said. 
Ford reportedly has agreed to give workers an extra six paid 
days off a year in addition to the 32V2 days they now receive in 
vacations and holidays. The union originally was asking for 12 days 
a year in order to create jobs while Ford tied a proposal to 
absenteeism and seniority. 
Rut even an agreement will not end Ford’s labor difficulties. 
" It’s going into mid-October even if they get an agreement on a 
new contract this week,” one source said after the full negotiating 
committees met in a "main table” session Monday for the first 
time in four days. 
"Right now, they’re getting to some delicate points of give-and- 
take, especially on the work time issue," the source said. “ I 
wouldn’t bet they’d have too much to say in public for a while.” 
The main table session lasted just one hour Monday and neither 
the company nor the union would say what was discussed A com­ 
pany spokesman refused to confirm or deny that any new offer was 
actually laid on the bargaining table. 
The dispute, which has closed Ford’s 102 facilities in 22 states 
since midnight. Sept 14. also has caused the layoff of 10,000 Ford of 
Canada workers who are not on strike but were idled because of 
parts shortages. 
Battle opens for Central Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Syrian tanks and artillery today 
launched what Christian and 
Palestinian sources described 
as a major military thrust in 
the mountains northeast of 
Beirut, apparently opening the 
long-expected battle for central 
Lebanon. 
Palestinian military spokes­ 
men said Syrian forces, massed 
at Sofar and Dahr El Baider 15 
m iles southeast of B eirut, 
pushed north at dawn toward 
the supply line to Palestinian 
forces at Aintoura and Metein 
in the mountains east of the 
capital. 
C hristian forces pressing 
down on the Palestinian front 


from the northwest joined in 
the attack and both sides said 
"fierce battles” were under 
way. 
“ It’s started,” said a Chris­ 
tian source. "The battle for the 
mountains has begun.” 
A Palestinian military com­ 
munique said Syrian and Chris­ 
tian forces opened a "fullscale 
attack” on all the mountain 
fronts using heavy artillery and 
rockets. 
The communique said the 
troops were advancing along 
the fronts at Falogha, Ham- 
mana and Kirnayal — towns 
along the main highway from 
Sofar to the major Palestinian 
outposts at Aintoura and Me­ 


tein. 
Syrian and C hristian de­ 
mands that the Palestinians 
withdraw from the central 
mountains have been one of the 
chief obstacles holding up the 
progress of peace talks. 
A Syrian-Palestinian meeting 
nine days ago ended in what 
both sides described as "com­ 
plete failure” to agree over the 
terms of the mountain with­

Sporadic fighting continued in 
Beirut where 89 persons were 
reported killed over the past 24 
hours in clashes in the southern 
suburbs.

Ali's a Houdini; 
he'll find a way 
to win tonight

NEW YORK (UPI) — It’s 15 rounds at Yankee Stadium 
tonight if it goes the limit, and if it does, Muhammad Ali 
says Ken Norton’s going to be the new champion, but you 
know Ali, he likes to talk a lot, so don’t go betting all your 
money on everything he says. 
He predicts he’ll flatten Norton by the fifth round, 
otherwise he’ll lose the title on a decision, the implication 
being Norton is in better physical shape than he. 
That could be true. Ali has a little roll around his middle, 
Norton does not, and I’m a devout believer that the better 
conditioned man generally prevails, all other things being 
equal, but right there’s the catch because I don’t think 
Norton is the equal of Ali in so many other departments. 
A week or so ago, Ali was troubled by some stiffness 
around the neck, but that’s completely gone now. He’s in 
good enough condition so that there is no earthly reason for 
him to say Norton will win if the fight goes the limit other 
than the fact he always enjoys injecting an element of sus­ 
pense or mystery in everything he does. It helps him 
alleviate some of the boredom. 
Ali has never had much trouble going 15 rounds. He has 
done so seven times, losing only once, to Joe Frazier five 
years ago. Norton has never gone 15 rounds in his 40 profes­ 
sional fights, and if you’d like to get some kind of line on how

he looked to a neutral observer preparing for this one, Joe 
Louis changed his mind after watching him work and picked 
Ali to beat him after originally saying he thought Norton 
would win. 
Maybe you’ve noticed where Ali isn’t talking about retiring 
so much anymore. There’s a reason for it. His manager, 
Herbert Muhammad, told him to knock it off because his 
constant talk about quitting wasn’t serving any useful pur­ 
pose and people were growing tired of hearing it. 
“If you’re going to quit, quit; if not, don’t talk about it until 
you do,’’ his manager told him. 
Ali is 34 but isn’t about to quit. “I can’t quit, ’’ he says. “I 
got too many things I wanna do yet.” 
Some years after he finally did quit, Joe Louis talked about 
how difficult it is to hang up the gloves for good, and speak­ 
ing about it, he said there comes a time where every fighter 
realizes he should retire but goes on fighting anyway. 
“You know you gotta quit sometime and if you don’t 
someone’s finally gonna beat you, but you always say to 
yourself, ‘It’s not gonna be tonight, and it ain’t gonna be this 
bum,”’ was the way Joe Louis put it. 
Ali doesn’t call Norton a bum. Still there is little doubt in 
his mind he can beat him even though Norton has three years 
on him and is responsible for one of the two losses he has suf­ 


fered in his 54 fights. 
Man-to-man, Ali is a 2 to 1 favorite and should be more 
than that, which isn’t to say I think Ali is invincible. It’s 
simply that he’s an excellent boxer, considerably better than 
Norton, he’s much more imaginative, more experienced and 
more resourceful when it comes to working his way out of 
trouble or coping with any emergency. I’ve seen Norton 
when he’s having trouble and he’s something less than inspir­ 
ing handling it. Ali finds ways to win even when there seems 
to be none. 
He’s Houdini, Hairbreath Harry and Superman all rolled 
into one, and even though he makes my ears tired whenever 
he goes around hollering he’s the greatest, I certainly give 
him this—there’s nobody better than him around today. 
Norton broke Ali’s jaw when he beat him in their first fight 
at San Diego in March, 1973, and although that could happen 
again, I don’t think it’s likely. 
I have heard Ken Norton'say he has everything to gain and 
nothing to lose, and that could be true as far as it goes. I 
don’t think, however, that’s enough to make him the new 
world heavyweight champion. 
The way I see it, Muhammad Ali will keep his title tonight, 
even if the fight does go the full distance, and I wouldn’t be at 
all surprised if it does.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Walter Alston, by his own choice, will step down as 
manager of the Los Angeles Dodgers at the end of this season after 23 years at the 
reins. 
Alston, 64, will stay with the club in another executive capacity and will not seek a 
job as manager elsewhere. 
With eyes glistening, Alston made it 
clear at a clubhouse news conference 
Monday that he will be a Dodger to the 
end. 
Dodger President Peter O’Malley 
preceded Alston with the announcement 
of his retirement and then the grizzled 
manager said: 
“I’ve been in baseball for 41 years and 
it’s been awfully good to me. Hiis has 
been a pretty big day. I had three birdies 
playing golf for the first time in my life 
and now I’m announcing that I’m stepp­ 
ing down as manager. I told Peter this 
afternoon to give somebody else a 
chance to manage the club. 
“I’m going to stay in the Dodger 
organization.” 
Tom LaSorda, Dodger third base 
coach, who once said he “bleeds Dodger 
blue,” has been waiting in the wings to 
succeed Alston. LaSorda, 49. a high- 
spirited guy who is liked and trusted by 
the Dodger players, helped develop 
many of the current stars while he was a 
manager in the minors. 
Second baseman Davey Lopes was one 
of the first players to make it clear he 
feels LaSorda should get the job. 
“In my opinion, Tom LaSorda is the 
most qualified to manage. If somebody 
else gets the job, it would be an injustice 
to Tommy." 
Peter O'Malley and his father Walter, 
the board chairman, perhaps did not 
want to announce a successor immedi­ 
ately because that would detract from 
the story of Alston’s retirement. 
Peter said he tried to get Alston to 
change his mind but could not do so. 
“Walter told me this afternoon of his 
decision to retire as manager,” the 
Dodger president said. “Walter has 
made great contributions to the Dodger 
organization and we want him to remain

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Estrogen held^ 
ineffective, 
risky by FDA

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Es­ 
trogen drugs — used by some 5 
million women going through 
menopause — are not only risky 
but are ineffective for many of 
the less severe ailments for 
which they are used, according 
to the government. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration said Monday the drufpi 
are ineffective in keeping 
women feeling young or main­ 
taining soft skin, and likewise 
are not effective in treating 
simple nervousness during the 
change of life. 
The agency ordered estrogen 
manufacturers to revise its 
package labeling for physicians 
within 60 days, and proposed a 
special brochure on the risks 
and benefits of estrogens for 
distribution to women when 
they have prescriptions filled. 
“ Estrogens are valuable 
drugs.*' said FDA Commission­ 
er Dr. Alexander Schmidt, for­ 
mally announcing labeling 
requirements he disclosed at a 
Senate hearing last Thursday. 
“They are needed when the 
symptoms of ‘change of life’ 
become severe,” he said. "F- 
DA’s purpose is to keep these 
drugs on the market but to 
reduce overuse and misuse.” 
If women take estrogens they 
should use them in the lowest 
possible doses that will control 
“change of life” symptoms and 
for only as long as the drug is 
needed. FDA said. 
Revised labeling for doctors 


and patients became necessary 
primarily because of scientific 
reports linking the use of es­ 
trogen drugs to cancer of the 
uterus and birth defects, the 
agency said. 
If estrogens are used for 
more than a year to treat the 
symptoms of menopause, FDA 
said, there is an increased risk 
of cancer of the uterus in the 
user. 
The revised labeling says es­ 
trogens should not be used to 
treat simple nervousness be­ 
cause they have not been shown 
effective for either that purpose 
or for maintaining soft skin or 
youthfulness. 
Estrogen drugs are used by 
an estimated 5 million Ameri­ 
can women fo replacing the loss 
of hormones during change of 
life. Some critics say they are 
overly prescribed as “mood 
drugs.” 
A reported 22 million pre­ 
scriptions are written annually 
for the drugs, an $80 million a 
year market. 
The new labeling also says 
physicians should reevaluate 
estrogen treatment every six 
m onths, 
pregnant women 
should never be given es­ 
trogens; and estrogens general­ 
ly should not be taken by 
women with breast or uterine 
cancer, undiagnosed vaginal 
bleeding or clotting in the legs 
or lungs, or by women who have 
had heart disease, angina or 
stroke.

Viking will attempt 
to move Mars rock 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Viking scientists are going to 
nudge a rock on Mars to un­ 
co v er th e so il b en ea th , 
protected for millions of years 
from the withering blast of the 
sun’s ultraviolet radiation. 
They want to find out whether 
organic carbon m olecules, 
which may have been bleached 
out of the unprotected soil, sur­ 
vive in the shelter of Martian 
rocks. 
Discovery of carbon, the 
basic building block of life, is 
vital in the quest to determine 
whether there is, or ever was or 
could be. life on the red planet. 
The Viking 2’s boom arm will 
be extended Oct. 8 to nudge a 
rock, then retracted a foot or so 
and the boom and the rock will 
be photographed for scientists 


at the Jet Propulsion Laborato­ 
ry. 
“They want to see if that 
rock's nudgeable,” a project 
spokesman said Monday. 
“They'll have to wait for the 
pictures of each step. If the 
first step looks good, then they 
will push the rock a little 
harder the next day and move 
it.” 
That move w ill also be 
photographed, and if successful 
the boom arm will scoop a 
trench in the uncovered area 
Oct. 12 and retrieve a soil sam­ 
ple for analysis the following 
day. 
Engineers have been practic­ 
ing the rock rolling maneuver, 
working with another lander in 
a sandbox arranged to dupli­ 
cate the M artian surface

Down, but not out! 


Lompoc Valley barbecue addicts are 
headed for an impending crisis ac­ 
cording to Oscar Cook, manager of Lom­ 
poc Warehouse Put simply, the supply 
of pinquito beans is running out. The 
bean is a staple for barbecue specialists 
in both Lompoc and Santa Maria, 
because it doesn't, in the words of Cook, 
"become mushy with 
all the cooking,” The 
pinquito maintains its 
shape, has its own 
special bean flavor 
and is grown only in 
Lompoc and Santa 
Maria 


Cook has only a 
relatively small quan­ 
tity of the beans left 
all packaged in the dis­ 
tinctive 
five-pound 
burlap bags with the 
colorful Lompoc label. 
Readers may have 
seen the bags. Dick 
Humble, counselor at 
Lompoc High School 
has a larger version of 
the bag framed like a painting on the 
wall of his office The Proctors have one 
they plan to do the same with 


All the verbiage is clearly a stall to 
avoid facing up to the inevitable: It’s an 
off year for the pinquito. Cook says there 
has never been a big market for the un­ 
usual bean and growers here usually try 
to plant enough one year to satisfy the 
demand for two years Unfortunately, 
last year's crop in Lompoc has dwindled 
to nothing, partly because of a drain on 
the supply by frantic pinquito bean 
lovers m the Guadalupe-Santa Maria 
area 
Bean farmers here planted 26 
acres of pinquitos last year, according to 
Cook and. lulled into a false sense of 
security, reduced their planting to six 
acres this year. 


Speaking of the modest demand for the 
pinquito. readers may recall that Lom­ 
poc Mayor, E.C. Stevens, then an as­ 
sociate here on the Record, kicked 
around the idea of promoting the 
pinquito as a local natural resource That 
idea never came to fruition. Cook says it 
would take a sizable promotional budget 
and considerable time to develop a 
widespread interest in the bean Come to 
think of it. no one seems to know why the 
bean is grown here and apparently 
nowhere else 


Owners of citizen band radios have 
been plagued with thefts. The radios are 
small, easily detached from their moor­ 
ing underneath the dashboard and easily 
sold to the unscrupulous There have 
been a dozen or more stolen from vehi­ 
cles in the Lompoc area since June 1, and 
very few successful prosecutions. One of 
the chief problems facing law enforce­ 
ment is the lack of indelible serial 
numbers Up until now, manufacturers 
have used flimsy decal serial nurpbers 
that can be scraped away, leaving no 
trace even to indicate a serial number 
was ever attached to one of the radios. 
It s a crime to remove a serial number 
from an appliance or alter it, but that 


has been difficult to prove in the case of 
citizen band radios. 


Help is on its way. A spokesman for a 
radio store that deals heavily in citizen 
band radio sales says manufacturers will 
now stamp serial numbers into the 
metal. At the same time, the new crop of 
radios, due, beginning in January will 
have 40 channels instead of the present 
complement of 23. The store spokesman 
says he has no specifications on the new 
radios. There's no information to in­ 
dicate whether the radios will be bigger 
(more difficult to remove and carry 
about than the current version) or more 
expensive (thus more interesting to the 
more discriminating thief). 


What began a couple of years ago or so 
as a leaky roof at Lompoc High School 
library has turned into a nightmare for 
district maintenance men. Joe Carlin, 
school district business manager, who 
has returned to his desk part-time during 
his convalescence from injuries suf­ 
fered in a freeway accident, says the 
fretful project will be referred to an 
architect Carlin says maintenance men 
have swabbed tar on the roof area and 
brought other maintenance disciplines 
into play to no avail. Library users may 
have noticed splotchy stained areas on 
the ceiling. 


Distnctwide, according to Carlin, the 
problem of repairs to flashing and gut­ 
ters is no laughing matter. Cost es­ 
timates are difficult to come by, but how 
does several hundred thousand dollars 
sound? 


WASHINGTON — A mysterious group 
of Texas oilm en, bound by blood, 
marriage and the corporate bond, have 
quietly been funnelling thousands of 
dollars to politicians who champion oil 
interests. 
The Texans own and operate the Quin­ 
tana Petroleum Corporation, although 
one would hardly know 
it since the oilmen, ac­ 
cording to a company 
official, “don’t like to 
h a v e 
a n y th in g 
publicized about it.” 
This penchant for 
secrecy, apparently, is 
the reason the Quin­ 
tana crowd failed to 
list their connections 
with the company on 
several federal cam­ 
paign contribution 
forms. Such omissions 
raised ihe o fficia l 
c u r io s ity o f th e 
F e d e r a l 
E le c tio n 
Commission. 
The group works 
closely with ex-Treasury Secretary John 
Connally’s Houston law firm. A member 
of the firm, William H. Drushel Jr., ac­ 
tually maintains an office at Quintana. In 
the past, Connally has distributed oil 
money to favored politicians. 
The Quintana crowd has concentrated 
this year on rewarded members of 
Congress who support oil tax benefits. 
While the tax bill was being drafted this 
spring, the Quintana executives and their 
wives passed out $12,000 to five key 
members of the tax-writing House Ways 
and Means Committee. 
There were: James Jones, D-Okla., 
$3,200; Donald Clancy, R-Ohio. $2,700, 
Philip Crane, R-Ill., $2,500; William 
Steiger. R-Wis., $2,400, and Guy Vander 
Jagt, R-Mich., $1,200. 
Except for Clancy, all of these con­ 
gressmen have received 100 per cent 
favorable ratings from the Independent 
Petroleum Association of America. 
Clancy's voting record was rated by the 
IPAA at a slightly less satisfactory 75 
per cent. 
The Quintana bunch delivered an ad­ 
ditional $3,200 to Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D- 
Tex., another champion of the oil in­ 
dustry, with a 93 per cent IPAA rating. 
He also happens to be a power on the 
Senate Finance Com m ittee, which 
handled the tax bill in the Senate. Sen. 
Lowell Weicker, R-Ct., who has favored 
the oil interest, got at least $2,100. 
Another darling of the oil industry, 
Rep. Bob Krueger, D-Tex , collected 
$4,400 from the Quintana bunch. His 
fidelity to petroleum interests is 
measured at 93 per cent on the IPAA 
scale. 
The money men from Quintana also 
appear to have an enemies list. One con­ 
gressman on the list is Bob Eckhardt, D- 
Tex., who holds a zero rating with IPAA. 
The Quintana crowd has pumped $4,400 
into the campaign of his opponent, Nick 


Gerhardt. 
Our reporters sometimes found the 
Quintana money difficult to trace. On 
May 14, for example, seven Quintana of­ 
ficials simultaneously donated $100 
apiece to the aforementioned Clancy. 
Another Quintana executive and his wife 
coughed up $1,000 each. Still another ex­ 
ecutive gave $200. 
Our reporters, Gary Cohn and Jim 
Grady, made repeated phone calls to 
Quintana's Houston headquarters during 
their attempt to put the jigsaw pieces 
together. Corporate spokesmen refused 
to provide the identities of the Quintana 
people or the correct spelling of their 
names. 
One spokesman said that attorney 
William Drushel had passed the world to 
all Quintana officials that they were “not 
to confirm or deny any information to 
either Mr. Cohn or Mr. Grady.” The at­ 
torney did not return any of our 
numerous calls. 
The most one spokesman finally would 
say was that Quintana was “a family 
business.” 
Footnote: This isn’t the first time 
Quintana has been in hot water. Last 
year, a House subcommittee accused 
Quintana of “probably” violating federal 
laws by needlessly delaying development 
of a natural gas field. A drop in the an­ 
ticipated production brought pressure on 


the Federal Power Commission to per­ 
mit gas prices to go up. 
POLITICAL REWARD: 
President 
Ford has replaced a distinguished career 
diplomat as Ambassador to the Bahamas 
with a political crony. 
The appointee is Wisconsin’s former 
lieutenant governor, Jack Olson, who is 
better known for his political connec­ 
tions than his diplomatic skills. He 
labored hard for Ford’s nomination last 
month at the Republican convention. 
Olson will replace Seymour Weiss, a 
perceptive State Department strategist, 
who has the special skills needed to deal 
with the crisis in the Caribbean. The 
Bahamas are wracked with internal 
problems, ranging from gambling and 
narcotics to political turmoil. 
There is also a growing antiwhite, 
Anti-American sentiment. 
By all accounts, Olson is an honest, de­ 
cent businessman, with political ex­ 
perience. A White House spokesman 
described Olson as a “good and well 
qualified” appointee. But the deposed 
Weiss is far more qualified for the post. 
LOCKHEED STORY: 
The giant 
Lockheed conglomerate must be con­ 
sidered a quasi-public institution. As the 
nation's largest defense contractor, 
Lockheed couldn’t exist without govern­ 
ment work. The company was also saved 
from being blown, headlong, down its 


own wind tunnel when Congress bailed it 
out with a quarter of a billion dollars. 
Thus Lockheed is on the public dole, 
and its activities, therefore, deserve 
close public inspection. TMs is a report 
on one small activity. 
In 1969, a corporation now known as 
EMMS-Biolex embarked on a joint ven­ 
ture with the California division of 
Lockheed to develop a purification 
process for fossil fuels. By treating oil as 
a microbiological compound rather than 
a mineral, several organic impurities 
could be removed. 
The results, according to Lockheed’s 
own data, were astonishing. For a frac­ 
tion of a penny a gallon, a corrosive sl­ 
ime could be removed from jet fuel and 
gasoline. This improved the efficiency of 
the fuel and made auto exhaust emis­ 
sions cleaner. 
Now Lockheed has been slapped with a 
$10 billion lawsuit because the company 
has done little in seven years to develop 
the process. The reason, Biolex charges, 
is that Lockheed is trying to steal the 
process from Biolex before developing 
it. 
A Lockheed spokesman minimized 
both Lockheed’s involvement with the 
project and the lawsuit. The project had 
been shelved for some time, he said, 
because the company considered it not 
worth pursuing.

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WASHINGTON — With every indica­ 
tion that newspapers and television face 
growing doubt about credibility, govern­ 
ment agencies have chosen to move in 
various ways to put a free press in 
jeopardy. 
It is hardly less than an assault on the 
First Amendment, showing little or no 
realization of how es­ 
sential this freedom is 
to 
th e 
o th e r 
guarantees in the Con­ 
stitution on which the 
structure of a free 
society rests. 
The m ost highly 
publicized case is that 
of D aniel Schorr, 
challenged by the 
House ethics commit­ 
tee to rev ea l the 
source of the leak of 
the report of the 
House In telligen ce 
Committee. 
Refusal can mean a 
citation for contempt 
by the full House and a 
jail sentence for Schorr. This last is un­ 
likely but it is within the power of the 
Congress. 
If it were not for the seriousness of the 
consequences and the implied threat to 
free reporting, the whole thing would 
.have a slightly farcical air. 
The House Intelligence Committee, 
headed by Rep. Otis Pike, D-N.Y., was in 
itself a farce. It was as full of leaks as a 
sieve. Those leaks were repeatedly a 
source for Reporter Schorr on the CBS 
evening news. The Pike committee had a 
woefully inadequate staff and the at­ 
mosphere was of a fishing expedition for 
headlines. 
One of the puzzles is the ambivalent at­ 
titude of CBS. Schorr says that when he 
obtained the report he first offered it to 
the network, his employer. Turned down 
there, he tried a half dozen paperback 
book houses. 
In the end he made it available to the 
Village Voice on condition that they 
publish the text in full. 
CBS suspended him with full pay and 
agreed at the same time to meet the 
fees of his lawyer, Joseph Califano, a 
former special assistant to Lyndon 
Johnson. But Schorr has not been seen on 
the tube for more than six months and 
that in itself is a severe punishment for a 
working reporter. 
While the House dallies with the 
Schorr case as the session of Congress 
winds to a close and after the so-called 
ethics committee has already spent 
$150,000 trying to ferret out the secret of 
the leak, there is a far more serious case 
in Fresno, Calif. It is more serious 
because four newsmen are already in jail 
and likely to remain there for an in­ 
definite time at the whim of a vengeful 
judge 
Fresno Bee Managing Editor George 
F Gruner and reporters James Bort Jr., 


Calif ) — Tuesday, September 28. 1976 


William K. Patterson and Joe Rosato 
faced the same challenge as Schorr. The 
Fresno Bee printed excerpts from a 
grand jury report that the reporters had 
obtained. They refused to tell Superior 
Court Judge Denver C. Peckinpah their 
sources 
Their reporting could not conceivably 
have influenced the outcome of a case 
that had been pending before Judge 
Peckinpah's court since the trial had 
been moved to a different location. 
Moreover, California has a recently 
strengthened “shield law” which sup­ 
posedly was meant to protect reporters 
in cases precisely like that of Fresno. 
Reporters and editors around the 
country have joined in supporting the ap­ 
peals to higher courts. This is surely a 
First Amendment case that the Supreme 
Court of the United States should con­ 
sider. It ranks with the Miami Herald- 
Tomillo case, in which a unanimous 
court ruled against the constitutionality 
of a Florida law giving the right of reply 
with equal space and position to in­ 
dividuals attacked in the newspaper. 
Adding up the instances of efforts to 
suppress freedom of the press during the

past few years, no one can be optimistic 
about the eventual outcome. The 
Supreme Court in a unanimous decision 
ruled against the Nebraska gag order. 
But the opinion by Chief Justice Warren 
Burger noted that First Amendment 
rights did not prevail “under all circum­ 
stances." 
The Fresno case came up while the 
Supreme Court was in recess with a 
request for a stay of sentence. It was 
turned down by Justice William H. 
Rehniquist who has jurisdiction in the 
Western area. Now the court, about to 
begin the fall term, has before it a peti­ 
tion for “certiorari,” which is an oppor­ 
tunity for a full hearing of the case. 
The Bee papers, in Sacramento, 
Fresno and Modesto, are liberal in their 
outlook and powerful in their influence in 
Northern California. 
Evidence of their fair-mindedness was 
in publishing a letter from a reader 
referring to the reporters as “these wild, 
arrogant news media dingbats.” 
And that raises the question that while 
we in the business are deeply concerned 
with press freedom, does this extend to 
the larger public? 


Granny was a junkie? 


If you haven’t been shocked yet this 
week, allow me 
I was reading the other day about a 
report by a narcotics expert who says 
that your grandmother and mine easily 
could have been “hooked” without know­ 
ing it. 
The expert said that before the 
Harrison Act of 1914, 
ma n y 
p a t e n t 
medicines were heavi­ 
ly opiated Shelves of 
the friendly corner 
drug store were well 
stocked with such 
comforting cures as 
McMunn’s Elixir of 
Opium, Godfrey’s Cor­ 
dial, Mother Bailey’s 
Q u i e t i n g 
S yr up , 
W inslow's Soothing 
Syrup, Black Drop, 
Laudanum and others. 
U s e r s of t h e s e 
me di ci nes usually 
were middle-aged or 
elderly women, all 
highly respectable and 
very much middle class or better. 
Their opium careers probably began 
with an innocent request for “something 
good” for rheumatism or perhaps a cold, 
explains the narcotics expert. 
“As tolerance set it, grandma began 
taking just a little bit more each 
day to 
recapture the initial 
feeling of relief 
from pain. 


“Then one Sunday or holiday Grandma 
got caught with her medicine bottle 
empty and the drug stores were closed 
She undoubtedly complained of feeling 
more than a trifle under the weather. — 
because Grandma was undergoing 
withdrawal symptoms,” he said. 
Grandma actually probably was not 
really addicted. More than likely, she 
was physically habituated — and there is 
a difference. 
Addiction, says the expert, involves 
characteristics of compulsive use of an 
opiate such as opium, morphine, heroin, 
codeine or dilaudid to avoid withdrawal 
distress. Though a person may go off the 
drug temporarily, he is likely to return to 
its use when confronted by any crisis, no 
matter how trivial. 
But with little old ladies, it was dif­ 
ferent. Although there were exceptions, 
most of the users of these soothing 
medicines made no conscious connection 
between their feeling of relief and the 
use of the opiate as such, and between 
their suffering and the withholding of the 
opiate. 
So, while Grandma’s cough syrup was 
nothing to sneeze at, a study of its effects 
tells us quite a bit about the narcotics 
problem of today. 
Motivation would seem to be the key to 
the whole situation, and an addict’s need 
for narcotics is, really, “all in his head.” 
Except that a person is out of his head 
to get started on the stuff in the first 
place
